Senate Will Soon Complete 


the Tariii* Bill. 


SESSION DEVOTED TO BUSINESS 


Wool Schedule to Be Taken U|i To- 


Day— Brief Session of 


the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The senate 


made giant stretches on the tariff bill 
today, covering fifty-aii pages and estab- 
lishing a record for progress during this 
tariff debate. The last two schedules of 
the dutiable list, covering paper and 
manufactured sundries, were completed 
with the exception of the paragraphs on 
hides, gloves, coal and some lesser 
articles, which went over. This ad- 
vanced the senate to the free list, which 
was taken up at 2 p.m. and completed 
in three hours. Early in the day the 
wool and eilk schedules went over with 
an agreement that wool would be taken 
up tomorrow. The progress today waa 
BO marked, however, that for the first 
time there was a feelinz that the end 
was not far off. 
There was little debate today, the 


main topic of discussion being matches 
and 
fuses. 
On the latter item an 


amendment by Mr. Pettigrew reducing 
the rale to 10 per centi came within one 
vote of passing, against the protest of 
the finance committee, the vote being a 
tie, 24 to 24. While the free list was
